There 
w-eve oninlouat.inna between the Dem ­ 
ocrats and B epublicaus in Diree -Ju- 
oicial Di.stncts, ail of w hich were 
siiocessful. 
Jerry Sim pson was the only Alli­ 
ance C ongiessm au who Bucceded in 
putting his county ticket through. 


L e a v e n w o r t h , K an., Nov. 5.-The 
com bining of the B epublicaus with 
the Dem ocrats against the People’s 
party in m any jiarts of K ausas Tues­ 
day really began in the last Legisla­ 
ture, w here the two older parties, in 
order to accom plish anything, were 
forced to combine. 
The session was rem arkable for the 
I itDe real work th at was done. The 
D em ocrats and B epublicaus for the 
most p art acted as obstructionists 
and by m eans of stirrin g up a three- 
cornered row iu the A lliance itself, 
effectually 
downed 
m uch 
wild 
harum -scarum legislation advocated 
by third-party enthusiasts. 
Before the election last fall ii was 
tacitly agreed betw ecn the leaders of 
tlie Democratic p.arty and the A lli­ 
ance leaders th a t if the Democrats 
should nom inate the old w ar Gov- 
oruor, Charles Eobinson, of Law ­ 
rence, for Governor, th e A lliance 
convention would indor.se nom ina­ 
tion and in return tbe Dem ocrats 
were to accept the man th e Alliance 
selected for Lieutenant-G overnor on 
the D em ocratic ticket. The A lliance 
convention and the D em ocratic con­ 
vention were held the sam e day iu 
W ichita, but the A lliance, instead of 
nom iualiug and indorsing Bobiusou 
for Governor, nam ed J .

The Dem ocrats were incensed and in

SO.OOO m ajority dowu nearly half, the 
Republicans saw a “lusty foe.” The 
I liird party then became tbe common 
enem y of R epublicans 
and Demo­ 
crats alike, and the battle in the leg­ 
islature, w hich was alm ost over­ 
w helm ingly A lliance, resulted. 
Following this came In g alls’s de­ 
feat. by Peffer, 
whose election has 
done more to h u rt the third party 
tliau anything it has done before or 
since. 
Before the cam paign th is year sec­ 
tions of the R epublican and Demo­ 
cratic party in this State coquetted 
with tbe Alliance and talked fusion, 
but the th ird party, 
proud of its 
strength, refused to listeu to these 
[iroposals and a general m eeting of

Out of this victory a few m en con­ 
nected w ith the F arm ers’ Alliance 
conceived the idea of a People’s Party 
for the county and then for the State. 
B. H . C haver, who w.as afterw ards 
elected to congress by the A lliance 
iiarty, was a t th at tim e President of 
the State A lliance, and he succeeded 
in gelling a Stale organization of a 
new party. The result w'as th a t the 
D eaiocrats joined the A lliance move­ 
m ent and elected a, legislature th at 
downed John J. Ingalls.

KEW SILVER COINS. 


'h e 
lia’f Bslbiis 
aie t'oi'sideiably 
C’liiiiigcil ami til» Biiiu’s Soiiu-ivhnt. 


W a siiin q to n, Nov. S.—The direc­ 
tor of the m int, w ith the approval of 
the secretary ot the treasury anu u n ­ 
der authority ol the act ot congress, 
approval Septem ber 26, 1801, has ac­ 
cepted new designs for the subT diary 
silver coins, the half dollar, q uarter 
dollar and dim e. 'Fhey w ere design­ 
ed by Mr. Charles E . B arber, th e en­ 
graver of the'm iut, and are unques­ 
tionably very beautiful and a decid­ 
ed im provem ent upon 
the present 
designs. The new designs m ay be 
described as follows: 
On the obverse or face of th e coin 
is an ideal fem ale bead representa­ 
tive of Liberty, looking to the rig h t 
w ith a calm and 
dignified expres­ 
sion, w ith an olive w reath around 
the head and Phrygian cap on buck. 
On a band or fillet over the fro n t of 
the head is inscribed th e word “ L ib­ 
e rty ,” and over the head at the top 
of the coin is the motto, “ In God W e 
T rust.” A round the m edallion are 
thirteen stars, representing th e th ir­ 
teen original states, and a t th e bot­ 
tom the date of coinage. On th e re­ 
verse or back of the coin appears the 
seal of the U nited States as adopted 
in 1782, whicb m ay be described as 
follow s: 
An eagle displayed w ith 
open wings, cbarged on the breast a 
sliield argent, six pallet gules, a chief 
azure, holding iu th e dexter claw an 
olive branch representing peace, and 
iu the sinister claw a sheaf of th ir­ 
teen arrow s 
representing w ar. In 
its beak the eagle holds a scroll con­ 
taining the m otto, “ E P luribus U n- 
um ,” ensigued above and about the 
head, w ith th irteen stars environed 
by clouds. 
This w ill be the de.sign of tko h alf 
dollar and the quarter dollar, w hile 
the dim e will have for th e obverse 
(or face) tbe sam e head as th e half 
dollar and quarter dollar, except th a t 
iu place of the stais there w ill be the 
inscription ‘‘U nited States of A m eri­ 
ca.” 'i’he m otto “ In God W e T ru st” 
will be om itted from the dim e. The 
reverse of the dim e w ill be th e sam e 
as at present in use. 
'Fhe design tor the reverse of the 
half dollar and q u arter dollar is a re­ 
tu rn to tbe design of alm ost the- first 
coinage of the country, w hile the fe­ 
m ale head on the face of the coins is 
far more beautiful than any w hich 
has yet appeared on our coins. 
The engraving departm ent of the 
m in t a t P hiladelphia is a t present 
em ploying all its energy to have th e 
dies w ith the new designs ready to 
begin coinage by Jan u ary 1, 3892.

“ T h at was quite an exploit of Mrs. 
-Aiken of Colioes killing two deer a t 
Lewis lake ilie oilier day ,” said Sam 
Lewis, the well know n sportsm an, to 
a New York Sun m an, “ but is is a 
trilling feat when com pared w ith one 
perform ed by M rs. B ecky L atim er, 
the wife of uiy friend, Joe L atim er, 
of Sullivan county, P ennsylvania. 
“ My friend Joe L atim er’s wife is 
bu t 24 years old, and her father is one 
of the lum ber kings of th e P ennsyl­ 
vanian woods. H er husband is the 
m anager of one of his father-in-law ’s 
big enterprises, and lives w ith his 
wife iu one of the isolated lum ber 
settlem ents of the region. From a 
girl, Mrs. L atim er has been an en­ 
thusiastic lover of fishing rods and 
guns. W hen she was 15 she w ent 
o u t on the ridges w ith her Jo h n , and 
stood on a runw ay three hours on a 
cold, raw Novem ber day, w hile Jo h n 
and the dogs w ent to drive a deer to 
her. 
Somehow the deer lay low th a t 
day, nut iiaall.y 
the dogs started 
three—a buck, a doe, aud a faw n. 
T his interesting fam ily of deer were 
sent straig h t to w here Bocky stood. 
She picked the buck, w hich was in 
the lead, and sen t second barrel af­ 
ter the doe. The doe fell after three 
leaps forw ard bu t tlie buck and the 
fawn w ent on. 
By the tim e the dogs 
cam e up the girl had cut tho doe’s 
th ro at in true h u n ter’s styile.

w om en huddied 
around a sm all spring today in W est 
N ashville. N othing like it has ever 
been experienced in m e BouDi before. 
For whole days som e fam ilies have 
gone w ithout cooking, buying food 
already prepared. 
W ater for d n u k - 
ingpurposes has to bo hauled two 
m iles, and ulcers are breaking out iu 
the parched m ouths of those who 
have to beg for w ater. 
C ertain m isers 
in the city w ho 
have springs near the outskirts are 
charging enorm ous 
sum s for one 
d rau g h t of the precious fluid. Tbe 
sick, who are forced by fever to use 
w ater, are in aw ful agony because of 
th e 
fam ine. 
R espectable 
women 
have to w alk a m ile or more w ith 
b u tk ets on th eir beads and beg w ater 
of th eir m ore fortunate neighbors. 
A slight rain fell here today, and 
troughs, barrels, buckets and tubs 
were set out to catch th e drops. 
Peo­ 
ple have been praying for rain for 
days p ast and today’s rain may break 
up tbe fam ine. 
The situation is horrible, as the 
districts crying for w ater have ju st 
been annexed to th e city and the wa­ 
ter departm ent has no t extended its 
works to the suffering com m unity. 
Tbe fire com panies cannot obtain 
w ater 
to play on num erous fires 
breaking out in th e district. Crops 
in the country n ear by are badly 
scorched.

“ iNUiANAPoms, Ind., Nov. 5.—Sen­ 
ator Bhookiiey of 
U nion County,

city today. 
Mr. Shockney is greatly 
iuierested in the 
agitation of the 
oouiidary line question between In ­ 
diana and Ohio in w hich it is alleged 
th at Ohio IS entitled to a slice of tho 
H oosier State, varying from twelve 
m iles wide at the northern boundary 
of the Stats to nothing at the scutli- 
eni line. 
I t i« not generally known, 
but It IS uevercbeless a fact, th a t a 
survey party sent out by tbe N ation: 
al G overnm ent has been at work 
on tins problem for the last 
t'wo 
m ouths lo r the purpose of loeatiug 
the boundary line between tbe two 
S ta'es. The work has been under 
the direction of 
Prof. M endeuha'I 
aud has been personally conducted 
by Col. Sinclair. 'Fhe work has been 
com pleted w ithin the past few days 
and the surveying jiartv is now pre­ 
paring its report, w hich w ill be ready 
to subm it to th e ' G overnm ent in 
about two weeks. M r. Shockney has 
had access to some pretky good sour 
ces of inform ation, and he states th a t 
the facts found by the survey are as 
heretofore alleged; th a t it is true 
th at the line as declared w hen Ohio 
was organized into a S tate com m en­ 
ces tw elve m iles west of the present 
boundary line at the uorth and runs 
directly south to the present lino be­ 
tw een Ohio aud lu d iau a, th u s m ak­ 
ing a strip 290 miles long and an 
average 
w idth of six m iles—1,200 
square m iles—to w hich the State of 
Ohio lays claim . The strip described 
includes tho cities of F ort W ayne, 
Richm ond and 
U nion C ity and a 
population altogether of about 200,- 
000. 
, 
The agitation of this qusstion com ­ 
menced about a year ago, through a 
resolution adopted by th e Ohio Leg­ 
islature, reciting the facts as stated, 
aud asking th e N ational G overnm ent 
to correct th e line. The detail of the 
surveying party to locate th e line 
was ordered by the G overnm ent in' 
com pliance w ith the resolution. An 
inquiry into the causes th a t led to 
tbe juggling of these boundary lines 
discloses th a t a t th e tim e Ohio was 
m ade a State there were post traders 
located 
a t Richm ond 
an a 
F o rt 
W ayne, whose trade w ith the In d i­ 
ans w as very profitable. If tbe line 
bad been run correctly, these posts 
would have been taken into- the new 
State of Ohio, and the occupation of 
these traders would have been goue- 
Tbe post traders accordingly bribed 
the survey party w hich located Die 
line, and R ichm ond and F o rt W ayne 
were left on the In d ian a side. The 
question is a very im portant and com ­ 
plicated one, for, should O hio’s claim 
on In d ian a be enforced, Indiana, on 
the sam e grounds, would have cause 
■ >f action against Illinois. If Indiana, 
loses on the E ast, it would, on the 
same ruling, be entitled to a slice of 
Illinois, aud th is w ould give the 
Hoosiers Chicago ;and th e W orld’s 
Fair.

■ 'T he Birmingham Age-Herald, re­ 
porting a joint debate between two 
gentlemen Bupporting Mr.' Kolb and 
two gentlemen supporting Gov. J ones, 
a t a point in Jeilerson county, says 
that Mr. K olb’s supporters endorsed 
Ilia positioU'on the convict (luestiou 
and ' stated - that when Mr. 
Kolb 
amasbed the leases, tlie 
convicts 
could he thrown back on Hip uniinties 
an d k ep t.in tho jails of the State. 
The supporters of Gov. Jones stated 
that he too was in favor of takingtbo 
convicts out from competition with 
the free miners of Jeilerson county, 
but that he wanted to do it legally 
w ith due regard to the interests of the 
present lessees and without imposing 
such, an enormous expense on the 
honest tax payers of the State as 
would be entailed by the enforced 
idleness of the lawbreakers in the 
State in tlie jails of the. country. 
A commission was raised by the last 
Ivegislature, at the suggestion of the 
Governor, to look into the whole con­ 
vict fjnestion and report to the next 
session some feasible plan to rid the 
sytem of its objectionable features. 
To enlarge the penitentiary and 
piit in cita b le machinery to work 
the convicts at trades' would take 
long time and would involve an ex­ 
pense to the State of' not less than 
half a million dollars. Besides this 
would not serve the purpose of taking 
them out of competition with honest 
' labor. Laborers in other fields than 
.m ining would soon be making a 
clamor over cheap penitentiary prices 
of manufactured goods, as they did 
fn'Teunessee. 
■ To keep láwbreakérs in the jails to 
be fed in idleness, at the expense of 
honest men who work for a living, 
is not to be thought of for a moment. 
Such an arrangem ent would bean 
invitation to crime with a certain 
class of our population. Courts would 
have no terrors for them if the sen­ 
tences of courts only served to land 
them in a comfortable jail to be fed 
.and waited on by kind jailors. The 
question is one full of difiiculties and 
this is the reason no Legislature has 
been able to solve it satisfactorily 
w ithin the lim ited tim e allowed in 
this State for sessions. The desira­ 
ble thing to reach is to find a plan 
thatw ill take convicts from the field 
of competition with free labor and at 
the same tim e make the lawbreakers 
bear the expense of their own prose­ 
cution and conviction for their mis­ 
deeds. This is the work set before 
the commission created by .the last 
Legislature and we wish to oiler a 
suggestion, to .that commission. 
The State has lately recovered from 
the general government a large body 
of coal lands, which it holds in com­ 
mon with the State’s agent who se­ 
cured them . Some of these lands 
contain the finest coal beds in the 
State, within easy reach of transpor­ 
tation. They belong to the public 
sdhools of the State. 
"Why not let 
the State open these coal mines with 
her own convicts, and, after jjaying 
expenses, turn the surplus product 
into the school fund? By this ar­ 
rangement convicts would not only 
be forced to work out the expense of 
their own prosecution by the State, 
hut they would be made to contribute 
. to the education of the young and to 
th a t extent be instrumental in con­ 
tributing to the decrease of crime hi 
the State, for it is a well ascertained 
fact that education decreases crime iu 
any community. 
In these State 
mines convicts should he worked ex­ 
clusively. Here the State would be 
fully able to protect them, against 
abuse or overwork and look carefully 
after the 
health of the convicts. 
There would be no temptation to 
work them when sick orto impose on 
them more than reasonable tasks. 
Competition with free labor employ­ 
ed in the mines could be avoided by 
the State refusing to undersell private 
mine owners and mining companies. 
There is no danger of an overproduc­ 
tion of coal in Alabama. 
The m ar­ 
kets of the world are opening for our 
coal, and domestic consumption con­ 
stantly increases.

as can be made by a good baud now 
picking cotton iu the fields.—Indus­ 
trial Free-Press, Cedar Blufi.

lYIiat an Acre Can Do. 


The editor of tho H ot Blast saw- a 
stalk of cotton at the Piedmont E x­ 
position in Atlanta, last week grown 
by Mr. George W. 
Truitt, of La- 
Grange, which contained four hun­ 
dred open bolls. If one stalk can be 
made to produce so much there is no 
reason why every stalk in a field can­ 
not be made to do as well. Suppose 
a plautcr by tbe intensive system of 
farming, that is by heavy fertiliza­ 
tion and deep and thorough cultiva­ 
tion, could bring up ten acres to such 
a state of productiveness. By the 
right method it would take only a 
fe^w' years to do it. Giving five feet 
each way an acre ■would carry 1764 
plants. Forty bolls turn out a pound 
of seed cotton, and each stalk would 
produce ten pounds. This w'ould be 
17,640 pounds of seed cotton per acre; 
more than 6,000 pounds of lint, or 
twelve bales weighing 500 pounds 
each. You can cut the estimate one 
half and still the result is amazing. 
Jlr. Truitt, within a few years, has 
brought the poor red lauds of Geor­ 
gia up to a condltin'n that is a marvel 
of I he age. He ha.s gathered live 
bales i>er acre and greatR” increases 
the product each year.-C edar. Blufi’

convenes Tuesday morning. Dele­ 
gates from Missouri, Massachusetta,

Carolina, 
South Dakota, 
Louisiana,' Oregon, 
W ashington, 
Michigan, Texas, 
California, ' all 
reached the city during the day and 
everything promises to make a great 
convention. 
'The strongest and most reinai ka- 
ble feature of the meeting is that 
there seems not to he a jar or ripple 
of discord among the delegates, who 
give an observer the idea that they 
are in earnest and mean business. 
The Alliance as a body will not take 
any action as to the third qiartv and 
sub-treasury plan, and will undoubte­ 
dly be beoadened so as to allow any 
ono to step on the platform. 
Every delegate has news of rapid 
and substantial growth of the order, 
and Kansas delegate bring proof that 
in the late election iu that State the 
vote of the Third Party was increased 
instead of diminished as reports im­ 
m ediately after tbe election stated. 
The convention will be opened 
Tuesday morning by an address of 
welcome by President Force of the 
Indiana State Alliance, which will 
be responded to by Ben Terrill of 
Texas, alter which President Polk of 
the National Alliance will deliver 
his annual address, which will be re- 
ferrod to an appropriate committee. 
Every evening an open meeting 
w’ill be held during the progress of 
the convention, which will be ad­ 
dressed by prominent speakers of the 
Alliance.

The third party fight is on in bitter 
earnest, and every move is made 
with more or less direct reference to 
this main issue. A split in the alli­ 
ance on the sub-treasury and land 
loan principles now seems inevitable. 
Macune’s resolution to reduce rep­ 
resentation i» likely to pass and give 
no end of uneasiness to delegates who 
have come liere with a narrow allow­ 
ance of funds.

Its success is the

fluences—more powerful and more 
insidious in their -workings in Penn­ 
sylvania than in. any other State of 
the Union—th at have been its relent­ 
less foes. 
The taxation features of 
the Pennsylvania Constitution, while

ou the stand, and his testimony was of 
» highly sensational character. 
Ke lostined that Holt had ihstrhoted 
him that, when he was making his daily 
rettiriw to the book keeper of the num­ 
ber of feet of lumber, he was to in*, 
crease the auiduht eáoh’ day until the 
entire amount given made the total 
about-twice that on hand. This done, 
lie said that Holt had made a proposi­ 
tion to him that if he' would fire the 
lumber he (Hoit) would give him aquar- 
ter interest in the business ¡ and 10 per 
cent, of the insurance, which proposi-; 
tion he agreed to. Witness thea exr 
plained how he prepared 'boxes satu-: 
rated with oil to fire the yard, conclud­ 
ing as follows: 
"On the night of August 21, 1883, 
HoH came to me. about 7 o’clock and 
told me that it was time to ■ finish the 
work up. Holt theu left,7 said the .wit 
ness, "^and I fired the boxes. ” . Carpen­ 
ter then told how the crime had preyed 
upon his mind, and he could get no rest 
day or night from a gnilfe conscience; 
how it had transformed him into an old 
man, his sufferings finally becoming so 
great that he sent to the ’ sheriff and 
confessed all.

A FBBTIIER HEIUT OF AhUJUMlM. 
In a brief article ton days ago, in 
which we called attention to the un­ 
precedented order for 100 tons of 
aluminum sent by the German gov­ 
ernment-to the Pittsburg Reduction 
Company and to the shipm ent of ten 
tons as the first installm ent of the 
order, it was stated that the quali­ 
ties on account of which the German 
govefim ent prized the new metal 
chiefly were its lightness and its non- 
corrosibiiity, and th at those quali­ 
ties made it useful above all other 
metals for the purpose to w hich they 
m eant to apply i t —the trappings of 
hussar regiments, ornaments on the 
helmets, canteens, sword scabbards 
and the like. Through these prop­ 
erties of aluminum the soldiers would 
profit greatly by its substitution for 
other metals, as it would mean; a 
relief from a portion of the burden 
which they have to carry, as well as 
from a considerable part of the labor 
which they have at present to under­ 
go in keeping their own metallic or­ 
naments and those of their liorses 
bright and free from rust. 
B ut it turns out that not only did 
the Kaiser’s W ar D epartm ent want 
aluminum for the purpose stated, 
but they want it for a more impor­ 
tant purpose still. Everybody of 
course knows th at experiments have 
been going on for a number of years 
with a view, to m anufacturing a pow­ 
der that shall be absolutely smoke­ 
less and noiseless; and the general 
opinion is that, in the next European 
war that tajkes place, the nation that 
has the nearest approach to a smoke­ 
less powder will have a great advan­ 
tage over the opponent. Now in the 
experiments w ith the different kinds 
of powder claiming to be smokeless, 
if not noiseless as well, that have 
been made by the German W ar De­ 
partment, it is said th at all the new 
powders which have been found to 
be worth any thing are characterized 
by the inconvenient property of de­ 
stroying every available known met­ 
al, with the one excexition of alum i­ 
num. And it is for the m aking of 
cartridges to hold the new smokeless 
powder, more than for accoutrements 
for the soldier and his charger that 
W illiam ’s government has been or­ 
dering aluminum in large quantities 
from this country. 
The ore from which alum inum has 
hitherto been most easily obtained, 
strange to say, has been imported 
into the United States from Germany 
—llie very place to which the finish­ 
ed product returns in greatest quan­ 
tity. B ut it is now reported that 
bauxite, the m aterial which yields 
the metal in greatest abundance, is 
found in various parts of the United 
States, and in ¿specially great pro­ 
fusion at Jacksonville, Ala. 
Should this report prove to bo well 
founded the South is in possession 
ot a practically new industrial field 
whose magnitude is incalculable.— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Waslfiiigtoii Alliance Fayors the Third

“ Probably no inventor over on- 
oountored m ore 
serious (lii)iculties 
than did Captain .Tames F. Cunning­ 
ham (now of Anson, Jones county, 
Tex.) during the eleven years ot ar­ 
duous labor be has snenc lu develoii- 
ing his cotton liarvesLer. Being a 
lawyer by profession, he lias no ina- 
ohanical training whatever, and all 
the work necessary to a long series 
of costly experiments and to bo done 
by others under liis direction. He 
soon discovered that no prnci.iat cot­ 
ton harvester could be made, oxeept 
upon the same general priueiplo that 
grain Harvesters are operated, name­ 
ly: 
To gather the entire croi> at one 
going ever and aftenvard to separate 
the cotton from the extraneous m at­ 
ter necessarily gatliered with it^ sucli 
as hulls, stems and leal trash. Upon 
tills plan the cotton gatherer is con­ 
structed, aud did actually .gather cot­ 
ton each, afternoon during the two 
“weeks of the Dailas fair. 
The' cotton is gatliered b.y curved 
iron fingers, suiqiUed with bri.st'.e 
tufts, between which llio limbs of 
cotton pass. These lingers are fixed 
in horizontal sections to au endles.s 
apron, and they strip 
tho sialks 
clean, and emjity the cotton with all 
the adhering trash into a large can­ 
vass receptable carried on tho roar 
end of tlie machine. T'wo very com­ 
mon mules operated 
the picker or 
harvester with perfect ease, gaiher- 
iug a row of cotton in the samo time 
it would take to run a furrow of same 
length—th at is, in an ordinary walk. 
There was a sm all nor cent of cot­ 
ton knocked out upon the ground, 
which, of course, the niaehine did 
not g et; but .scarcely a bell was miss­ 
ed by the gatjierer on tlie stalk. Tho 
two or three per cent, dropped or 
knocked out upon the ground need 
not be lost, however, aud can be rap­ 
idly picked up, trash aud all, by two 
hands [children w ill answer] follow­ 
ing the machine about as fa.st as the 
ground is gone over. Trash not be­ 
ing the least in the way, no pains is 
taken in picking up the few locks 
from tho ground. Froui .six to ten 
acres can be gatbered a day, ihe cot­ 
ton being emptied into wagons as 
gathered and either hauled to pens 
or direct to the gin, where tiie sep.a- 
rator is at work taking tlie cotton 
from tlie trash. This it does thor­ 
oughly, bringing it out in a inueh 
better and cleaner condition tiian or­ 
dinary hand-picked cotton is found. 
The cotton harvester will, no doubt 
bring about a radical change in the 
cotton - growing 
industry 
of 
the 
South. I t will lessen the co.st of 
gathering one half or more, virtually 
rendering the cotton independent of 
the cotton picker. W hile it will 
probably cause an increased produc­ 
tion in the South, it is just as likely 
to causé a decreas" in foreign ecuu- 
tries where the density of population 
makes labor-saving machinery un­ 
popular and in this way it will give 
the South a practical inouoi>oly of 
the greatest fiber and money crop on 
earth. 
I t may reduce the price a little, 
bat the great cheapening of the gath­ 
ering heretofore the 
heaviest ex­ 
pense incident to cotton prodiiction, 
w ill still enable the producer to rea­ 
lize more profit than he now does. 
Diversified aud intensive fanning 
w ill bo encouraged akso by the intro­ 
duction of the cotton iia'rvester. As 
the harvesting w ill be based uj on 
the cost per acre, the producer v.-ill 
naturally w ant to get tlie best yield 
possible; the cost of gatlieriug one 
bale per aere being very little if any 
more than gathering one fourtli of a 
bale. 
Instead of occupying weeks, the 
harvesting of Uie cotton crop will be 
a m atter of but a few days. Keuco, 
the farm er will have more timo to 
devoto to other erojis, stock, etc.
